TOBACCO SCANDAL 


IS INTERESTING 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE ON IT 
.WASHINGTON CORESPONDENCE 


HAS THE GOVERNMENT LOST? 


Merely a Question Whether It Was 


Filler or Wrapper—Doubt Ex- 


presssd. 


(By William Wolff Smith.. 


Washington, D. C.. August 28—The 


recent heavy shipments of Cuban to- 
bacco from Havana to New York, via 
Tampa, Fla., which are under inv.es- 
itigation by the Treasury department, 
are surrounded with 'an air of. mystery 
which has not served to allay the sus- 
picions cither of the Treasury depart- 
ment or the- tobacco 'trade. Perhaps, 
the most peculiar circumstance 
in 


connection with the case is the alle- 
gation tbat the tobacco 'was shipped 
by a Havana firm to a customer in 


- Tampa and>eshipped by them to the 


New York office of the Havana firm. 
In New York it was placed in a free 
warehouse and from that point k is 
claimed it passed to a large manufact- 
uring firm. 
So much is admitted by 


the Treasury department officials, but 
the developments from this point are 
in doubt. It was stated at.the depart- 


' 
ment that, the New York officials had 
been notified of ithe shipment by the 
Tampa officials, had traced it. and 
were, examining the tobacco to deter- 
mine if any fraud had been commit- 
1<ed. 
From an authority in the New 


York tobacco trade,1 however,' 1 learn 
that when fh.e treasury 
department 


officials went to the warehouse to ex- 
amine the tobacco it had been, re- 
moved and up to the present time, 
according to my informant, it has not 
been ro-inspected. 


' 
The Shipment 


-. It has been learned that the ship- 
ment in question, which consisted of 
one hundred and eight bales of the 
finest Cuban tobacco, was received by 
Amo" Artiz & Co., of Tampa, with- 
drawn by them from the 
customs 


house and shipped to Selgas, Suarez 
& Co., in New York. 
It is now al- 


leged that the.tobacco was originally 
consigned to Amo, Ortiz & Co., by 
the Havana house of 'Sielgas, Suarez 
& Co., and what the tobacco trade 
wants to know is why a firm, of leaf 
merchants .with houses in Havana and 
New York found it necessary to send 
tobacco through Tampa to supply a 
New York customer. What the Treas- 
ury department seeks to ascertain,is 
whether the tobacco paid full duty 
and is really filler or wrapper leaf. 


The Information 


The .public Is not generally aware 


of the fact that if more than 15 per 
cent of a bale is wrapper leaf the 
entire bale must pay duty as wrapper 
leaf at $l.So per pound, with a 20 
per cent reduction on account of the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty. If less than 
15 per cent is held to be. wrapper leal 
the remainder pays duty at only 35 
cents, per pound, less 20 per cent. 
Thus, if the department expert holds 
that a bale of 100 pounds, is 14 per 
cent wrapper and G4 per cent filler 
the duty would be, only $59.92, but 16 
he found it was 16 per cent wrapper 
and 64 per cent filler, the duty would 
be $148, or a difference of $SS.OS per 
bale. The difference between 16 per 
cent and 1-1 per cent is so small and 
the difference in the customs duty 
is so large that it is no wonder frauds 
are often suspecter and sometimes 
discovered.

General Opinion 


Opinion; even of experts, often var- 


ies largely as to the percentage of 
wrapper leaf as the difference between 
wrapper and filler is largely a matter 
of opinion. Tlie department there-fore 
exercises the greatest care in select- 
ing its examiners but under the law 
.they can be paid only $2,000 a year 
while tobittco houses 
offer 
much 


greater incracenients. It has long been 


' known to the Treasury department 


that 1»he amount of Cuban leaf on 
which wrapper duty Is paid is out of 


, all proportion to the amount of filler 


leaf imported and far below the quan- 
tity necessary to wrap the cigars plac- 
ed on the market as. "clear Havana" 
cigars, which are supposed to be en- 
tirely of Cuban leaf. 


Search Began 


Because of the complaints of the 


tobacco trade a special 
effort 
was 


made by the department some months 
ago to reach the matter by compiling 
the statistics separately, month 
by 


month, but after a thorough trial it. 
was abandoned as not productive of 
sufficient results, to justify tlie labor 
jind expense involved. The V- S. To- 
bacco Journal, which is closer to the 
leaf trade than any other paper, points 
cult that since Jan. 1, the Tampa 
firm has withdrawn iJIS bales of un- 
stemmcd and 11 bales of stemmed to- 
bacco, or more than enough to last 
them for the entire year. 
The To- 


bacco Journal estimates 
their con- 


sumption to be about eight bales a 
week, yet in one week it withdrew 
331 bales, and another 71 bales ami in 
a third the shipnrent of 108 bales now 
under Investigation.

threshing and cutting of grains, and 
damaging grain in shock in some-,lo- 
calities. 
Clear weather followed un- 


til Friday, whe'u general rains again 
occurred in nearly all sections of the 
state, in some sections moderately 
heavy. 
Clear weather, predominated 


over the state at the end of the week, 
and farmers were pushing farming 
operations forward as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
..' 
Moderately heavy precipitation again 


occurred at points; in. the middle ti.nd 
western portions of 'the state Sunday 
night, Green Bay 
reporting 
1.20 


inches, due to,the influence of a de- 
pression passing eastward along the 
Canadian border, but the rains from 
this disturbance were evidently local 
in character. 


The precipitation during the season 


has been abundant, and in some plac- 
e's, too generous for best results, and 
the rains during the past week have 
been somewhat 
'detrimental, 
rather 


than beneficial, the excessive mois- 
ture" having, delayed harvesting, dam- 
aged considerable • grain, and caused 
much damage to potatoes by rotting. 


Some fall plowing is being done in 


the middle .and 
southern 
sections, 


where the condition of the soil will 
permit. 


Winter wheat and rye threshing is 


about completed, .with generally sat- 
isfactory yield's. 


Corn lias ,made ' excellent progress
